Rectors 


Church Eaton [Cuttlestone] (St Editha) was a rectory (valued at £80 pa in 1665) in the patronage 
of Thomas Chetwynd of Church Eaton, Staffs Esquire 1600-1674. He had presented William 
Jennings c1613-1673 who was instituted rector on 23 May 1642. The parish of five townships - 
Church Eaton, High Onn, Little Onn, Marston and Shushions - comprised two simple 
constablewicks {Church Eaton} and {Marston} and parts of three compound constablewicks 
{Little Onn & Beffcote [par. Gnosall]}, {High Onn & Plardiwick [par. Gnosall]} and {Sheriff Hales 
incl. Shushions}.

(1639.40) John Blore of Harlaston yeoman sold the advowson of Church Eaton to Thomas Chetwynd 
of Church Eaton esquire [SHC 1883 ii p35] 


On 22nd May (1553), King Edward VL, in the seventh year 
of his reign, gave the advowson of the Rectory of Church Eaton to 
Thomas Lord Darcy, of Chiche, Lord Chamberlain of His Majesty’s 
Household, and a Knight of the Garter, who the next day passed 
it to Thomas Underwood, alias Cragge, of Eccleshall, Gentleman, 
who on 14th June, 3 and 4 Philip and Mary (1557), conveyed it to 
Robert Sutton, of Stafford, Clerk, who on 12th March, 4 Elizabeth 
(1562), sold it for £28 to Henry Lord Stafford, who on 16th May, 
5 Elizabeth (1563), sold it for £40 to Ralph Blore, Clerk, to whom 
Edward Lord Stafford confirmed it three years afterwards, being 
brother and heir to Henry Lord Stafford, which Ralph Blore sold 
it to John Blore of Hurtwell, who had issue Francis, who had 
issue John Blore, of Harlaston, yeoman, who in 15 Car. I. 
(1639-40) sold it for £150 to Thomas Chetwynd, Esq., Lord of the 
Manor of Church Eyton. Notwithstanding this grant of the

William Jennings (rector of Church Eaton) c1613-1673 

Jennings was born about 1613 son of ----- Jennings of Church Eaton yeoman also grandson of 
William Jennings (rector of Church Eaton) c1555-1642. He studied at Oxford where about 1631 he 
was probably a student at Oriel College. At Oxford he graduated 14 Feb 1633.4 (M.A., 19 Jul 1636). 
He was presumably ordained deacon and priest. From 1637 to 1642 he appears to have served at 
Church Eaton as stipendiary curate to his grandfather and on 8 Aug 1638 he was appointed head 
schoolmaster of Church Eaton Grammar School. On 23 May 1642 after presentation by Thomas 
Chetwynd of Church Eaton Esquire 1600-1674 he was insituted as rector of Church Eaton and paid 
first fruits on 2 Jun. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant presbyterian minister and, 
apparently a committed presbyterian, signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648. In 1655 he 
certified the fitness of candidates for the ministry. About Sep 1660 he again continued here as 
rector and subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 12 Aug 1662. In Dec 1663 he was licensed as a 
preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 the rectory was valued at £80. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for 
Church Eaton constablewick and was assessed on 4 hearths. Still in office he died, aged about 60, 
on 16 Dec 1673 and was buried here on 19 Dec. His will made on 3 Nov 1673 was proved at 
Lichfield on 15 Jan 1673.4. Jennings married first in 1644 to Elizabeth ?1623-1661 (probably dau of 
John Astley of Bushbury gentleman 1595-c1679) by whom he had one son and two daughters. He 
married second on 29 Sep 1663 at Church Eaton to Theodosia Bradshaw (b ?1629) by whom he had 
two daughters. Walter Jennings (rector of Church Eaton) 1650-1724 was his son.
